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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because they are labeled in foreign language. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include 
all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended.

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 CFR 1.97 
and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 

failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 

the invention. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and are 
replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

As to Claim 1, "the measured sample," "the measured zone," " the optical path length," 
"the horizontal section" lack antecedent basis in the claim. The limitation " for adjustment of 
the spectroscopic properties depending on the optical properties of the analyzed product" seems 
to be an incorrect translation from the foreign language, because (1) one cannot adjust 
spectroscopic properties (2) the specification describes only the measurement of the 
spectroscopic properties (not the adjustment), (3) the claim 1 of the PCT/RU/2004/000474 does 
not mention any provisions for "adjustment of the spectroscopic properties". 

As to Claim 3, the limitation "the means are introduced in the portioned sampling unit for 
continuous uniform product loading alternately to the different areas of the horizontal section" 
appears to be a vague and confusing method step. The term "sample drawer" is unclear. No 
definition of the term was found in the specification. 

Claim 3 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission amounting to a 
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gap between the necessary structural connections. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted structural 
cooperative relationships are: the relationship between "a measuring zone," "a measuring unit," 
and "a sampler drawer" is undefined. 

Claim 6 recites the limitation "the plate" in line 3. There is insufficient antecedent basis 
for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 7, the limitation "holes that are made on the different distances" should be revised. 

Claim 12 recites the limitation "the vertical line that goes through the rotating axis of the 
wheel ." There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1- rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sjodin (US 6,791,683), 
in light of the 1 12 rejection above, as best understood by the examiner. 

As to Claim 1, Sjodin teaches a method of measuring of spectroscopic properties of loose 
products that comprises periodic delivery of the measured sample to the measurement zone using 
a loading device (col. 10, lines 25-46), registration of the spectroscopic properties of the sample 
in standstill and further removal of the sample from the measurement zone (col. 1 1 , lines 20-37), 
wherein the sample is delivered to the measurement zone in portions, not less than two portions 
being used to fill the measurement zone, the said portions of equal volume are alternately put in 
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the different parts of the horizontal section of the measurement zone providing uniform filling 
and constant bulk density of the product within the measurement zone (col. 13, lines 44-61) and 
wherein a provision is made for readjustment of the optical path length of the measurement zone 
(col. 12, lines 9-19). 

As to Claim 2, the said length of the optical path of the measurement zone is set 
depending on the value of optical absorption of the measured sample in the measured spectral 
range, ensuring that the value of the optical density of the analyzed sample would be in the range 
for the highest precision of the measurement (col. 12, lines 8-17). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-16 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art of record taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render obvious a portioned 
sampling unit and a unit for closing the measurement zone, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of claim 3.
